From the New-York Evening Post. 
Extract of a letter froma gentleman of 
the first respectability wm Virginia, to 

his friend here, dated dug. 28, 1810. 

“ Your opinions on public affairs are 
precisely those | entertain. Indeed I 
believe all the true friends to their cown- 
try, however remote from each other, 
think alike on these subjects. 

“ Mr. Madison and his Cabinet, you 
know are pursuing their amusements in 
the country, totally regardless it seems 
ofthe scourge Bonapaste is applying 
with all his force ; and they certainly left 
the seat of government with full know- 
ledge of his outrages and of his determi- 
nation to continue them. Upon what 
ground is it to be justified, that Con- 
gress have not been called, and that no 
evidence is given by any in authority 
that we are not to submit to the robbe- 
ries and the insolence of the tyrant, who 
unquestionably aims at our subjugation 
in common with that of the rest of the 
world, I am at aloss to conceive. The 
men who rule us have no sense of na- 
tional honor or national safety. They 
calculate I presume that the majority of 
the people are as much debased as them- 
selves, and I fear they calculate justly. 
Ten years of Jacobin rule have I suspeet 
produced alamentuble change in the A- 
merican character. Or perhaps the same 
sense of honor, the same love of liberty, 
the same pride of independence still ex- 
ists, but exists only in those no longer 
possessing power or inflacnce. The filth 
has got uppermost and is likely to keep 
uppermost until we suffer deeper dis- 
tress, and if we can descend lower, deep- 
er degradation. It is plain, however, 
that Madison is losing all popularity with 
his party. His only chance of being Pres- 
ident again depends upon his changing 
his course, and pursuing such a system 
of politics, as the Federalists and the 
best of his own party would approve.— 
His consideration, if he has mind enough 
and courage enough, may make him 
conciliate with England, which he well 
knows has always been in his power— 
say to Spanish America that we consider 
their cause our own, and bid defiance to 
the would-be Emperor of the world.— 
There is the utmost safety in this course 
—there is no safety in any other. But I 
have no hopes of its adoption on public 
| considerations merely ; unless Madison 
is convinced it is the course his own po- 
| pularity requires him to take, and that 
he will be ruined in any other. He will 
most probably continue to try to conceal 
as much of the enormities of Bonaparte 
as he can, and toseck cyery occasion to try 
to encourage hereafter irritation against 
England. {£ doubt much whether the 
man has strength of judgment sufficient 
to determine what is best for himself—

_ dopted, I fear we shall be doomed to ex-

Hitherto he will come, 
and no further ; and here his proud prog- 
ress will be stayed. Possibly some fire, 
the sparks of which are not yet seen, is 
preparing toconsume him. Possibly he 
may be stripped of the glory of his pow- 
er, at‘a time least expected, and by means 
never yet theughtof. Possibly the time 
is near at hand, “when they that see 
him shall narrowly look upon_ him, and 
say, is this the man that made the earth 
to tremble, that did shake kingdoms, 
that made the world as a wilderness, and 
destroyed the sitics thereof? How art. 
thou cat down to the ground, which didst 
weaken the nations!—Thy pomp is 
brought down to the grave—Hell from 
beneath is moved for thee to meet thee 
at thy coming.” 

Nor, on the other hand, can it be said 
with any degree of certainty, or of even 
probability, that the power of Napolcon 
will not yet be further magnified, and be- [ 
come more oppressive and terrible to 
the world than ever. The present and

to admit a doubt. The one is, that the

His imperial Majesty appears to be much in- 
censed at the late accounts from America. As 
soon as the report of the repeal of the Non-In- 
tercourse Law reached Paris, the Duke of Ca. 
gore addressed a note to Gen. Armstrong, mar- 
ked with an unusual degree of anxiety to have 
ascertained the fact of the repeal, and a few 
days afterwards the American cargoes seques- 
tered in Spain, were advertised to be sold at 
guction on the Ist of August ; those seized in 
Holland and the North of France were sold at 
Antwerp in June. The probable amount of pro- 
ceeds would exceed Eight Millions of Dollars. 

A letter from the advocate General of the 
Customs at Peris, stated the Emperor had de- 
creed on the 26th June, that the compromised 
yessels who had resumed the American Flag, 
should be re-sequestered ; several were ‘on the 

of sailing in ballast, not being permitted to 
take cargoes GA board. 

It was generally believed that Sweden and 
Denmark would become one sovereignty, under 
the present Danish Monarch ; and that Holstein, 
Sleswig and perbaps Swedish Pomerania would 
be ceded to France.

Extract of a letter from toe Capt. ofa Bosten ves- 
se?, at Lisbon, dated July 17, 1810, to his owner 
in Boston, received via Wew- Bedford. 


“ We can get but little information that can be 
depended on. We only know, that the last for- 
tified town in Spain, near the frontiers of Portu- 
gal, Ciudad Rodrigo, has surrendered to the 
French. ‘This town had a plain round it of four 
or five milcs extent; but so fearful were the 
British and Portuguese armies of risking a gene- 
ral battle, that they have suffered it to be starved 
out for want of the necessary succors ; and in 
consequence, obliged to surrender, although 
thearmy was in sight ef it the whole time of its 
siege. 1, however, believe there will be some 
hard battles fought before the British leave this 
couutry ; foras Lord Wellington is at the head of 
the army liere, and his brother is Prime Minis- 
ter at home, the existence of the present minis- 
try will depend on defending this country.” 





Extract from the French Official Report of the 
Progress of the Siege of Ciudad Redrigo. 

* From the 23d to the 24th of June ——Our 
sharp shooters were annoyed from the Convent 
of the Holy Cross. At midnight, 300 grenadiers 
were assembied and divided into two columms ; 
the first consisting of 150 grenadiers and 20 sap- 
pers, provided with hatehets, pickaxes, and two 


sachs of powder, commanded by capt. Maltzen, . 


of the engineers, was to enter the Convent by 
the rear, whnle the other column, under the 
command of Captain Francois, was to penetrate 
by the front. Captain Maitzen, after receiving 
a volley, Which did no mischief, arrived at the 
gate, which hé found barracadoed. He applied 
ins powder to it, blew it open, and was the first 
to enter the Convent with capt. Franco's. ‘They 
proceeded as far as the second gate, which cap- 
tain Maitzen also blewup. The Spaniards then 
tothe number of 200, abandoned the ground 
floor and retired to the upper stories, from which 
they kept upa very brisk fire. Captain Fran- 
cois received a musket ball, of which he is since 
dead. Atthe same time capt. Maltzen received 
two shots; notwithstanding his wounds, he did 
not retire from the scene of action, but ordered 
the necessary preparations for setting fire to the 
Convent. He didnot retire to have his wounds 
dressed until he had seen the greater. part of the 
Convent on fire, and most of the Spaniards who 
were in it enveloped in flames !” 





PARIS, July 10. 
REPORT TO THE EMPEROR. 


Pants, July 9, 1$10. 

I have the honor to lay before your majesty an 
act of the king of Holland, dated the 3d inst. by 
which the monarch declares that he abdicates 
the crown in favor 5f his eldest son, leaving, ac- 
cording to the constitution, the regency, to the 
gueen, and establishes a council of regency 
composed of his mifisters. 

Such an act, sire, ought not to have appeared 
Without a previous concert with your majesty. 
It can have no foree without your approbation 
Ought your majesty to confirm the disposition 
taken by the king of Holland? 

The union of Belgium with France has des- 
troyed the independence of Holland. Her sys- 
tem has necessarily beoome the same with tbat 
of France. She is obliged to take part in all the 
maritime wars of France, as if she were one of 
her provinces. Since the creation of the arsenal 
of the Scheldt, and the annexatign to France of 
the provinces composing the departments of the 
mouths of the Scheldt, the commercial existence 
of Holiand has become. precarious. The mer- 
chants of Antwerp, Ghent and Middleburg, whe 
can, without any restriction, extend their specu- 
lations to the extremities of the empire, of which 
they form a part, necessarily carry on a com- 
merce which Holland transacted. Rotterdam 
and Dordrecht are already on the verge of ruin ; 
these cities having lost the commerce of the 
Rhine, which goes direct, by the new frontier to 
the ports of the Scheidt, passing through Bies- 
boch. The part of Holland, | which is still alien 
to the empire, is deprived of the advantages e 
joyed by the-part united thereto. Compelle . 
nevertheless, to make common. cause wit h 
France, Holland will have to support the char - 
ges of this allowance, without reapmg any of its 
benefits. ’

By this 
means all the rivers which have their source in 
France, or which washed the frontiers, will be- 
long to you as far as the sea. To leave the 
mouths of your rivers in the possession of stran- 
gers, Would, im fact, sire, confine your power to 
an ill-limited monarchy, instead of erecting an 
imperial throne. To leave in the power of for- 
eigners the mouths of the Rhine, the Meuse and 
the Scheldt, would be tantamount to submitting 
your laws to them; it would render your com- 
merce and manufactures dependent on the pow- 
ers who should be in possession of those mouths ; 
it would admit a foreign influence in that which 
is Most important to the happiness of your sub- 

Phe annexation of Holland is stilt neces- 
sary to complete the system of the empire, par- 
ticularly since the British orders in council of 
November, 1807. ‘Fwice since that period, your 
majesty has been obliged to close your custom- 
houses to the trade of Holland, in’ consequence 
of which Holland was insolated from the empire 
and the continent. After the peace of Vienna, 


| it Was in your majesty’s contemplation to annex 


this kingdom. You ‘were induced to abandon 
this idea trom cconsiderations that no longer ex- 
ist. You agreed with reluctance to the treaty of 
the Lith March, which aggravated the calami- 
ties of Holland, without meeting any one view of 
your majesty. The obstacle which prevented 
it has now disappeared of itself. Your majesty 
Owes to your empire to take advantage of a cir- 
cumstance which so na:urally leads to the union. 
There can be none more favorable for the exe- 
cutign of your projects. 

Your majesty has established at Antwerp a 
powerful arsenal. The astonished Scheldt swells 
with pride to behold twenty vessels of the -first 
rate bearing your majesty’s a flag, and protect- 
ing its shores that were formerly scarcely visited 
by some trading vessels. But the great designs 
of your majesty in this respect, cannot be tully 
accomplshed except by the union of Holland. 
It is necessary to complete so astonishing a cre- 
ation. Under your majesty’s energetic govern- 
ment, the ensuing year will not terminate before, 
by calling. into action the maritime sources of 
Holland, a feet of 40 sail of the line, and a great 
number of troops, shall be assembled in the 
Scheidt and Texel, to dispute with the_ British 
government the sovereignty of the sea, and re- 
pel its ‘unjust claims. 

So that it is not.the intcrest of France alone 
that-calls for this union; itis that of continental 
Europe, who applies to. France to repair the 
losses of her marine, and combat, on her own el- 
ement, the.cnemy of the prosperity of Europe’; 
whose industry it has not been able to stifle, but 
whose communications it obstructs by its inso- 
lent claims, and the vast number of its ships of 
war. Finally the union of Holland angments the 
empire, in rendering more close the frontiers sie 
defends, aod in adding to the security of its ar- 
senals and docks. {t enriches it by an indus- 
trious, thrifty, and laborious people, who will 
add to the stock of public wealth by increasing 
their private fortunes. There are no people 
more estimable, or better adapted to derive ben- 
efit, from the advantages ane liberal pol- 
icy of your government affords to industry. 
France Could not have made a more valuable ac- 
qtusition. : 

The annexation of Holland to France, is the 
necessary consequence of the union of Belgium. 
It completes your majesty’s empire, as well as 
the execution of vour system of war, politics, 
and trade. Itis the first but a necessary step 
towards the restoration of your navy; in fact, it 
is the heaviest blow which your majesty could 
inflict upon England. : 

As to the young prince, who is so dear.to your 
majesty, he has already felt the effects of your 
good will. You have bestowed on him the 
grand Duchy of Berg. He has, therefore, no 
occasion for any new establishment. F
